Bill  Passick  Auction 

November  30,  2013

On  Saturday  November  30th  the 
Fremont  Auction  Company  of  Fremont 
Nebraska  conducted  an  Auction  at  the  Fremont  City  Auditori¬ 
um.  The  auction  represented  the  collection  of  the  late  William 
“Bill”  Passick  and  was  comprised  of  coins,  currency  and  to¬ 
kens.  Combined  there  were  in  excess  of  900  lots.  The  auction 
was  conducted  by  Brian  and  Dana  Villwok,  auctioneers  and 
owners  of  the  Fremont  Auction  Company.  In  an  effort  to  keep 
the  time  of  the  auction  from  going  to  long,  two  auction  rings 
were  used.  The  main  ring  was  where  the  majority  of  US  coins 
were  sold.  At  the  second  ring  lots  included  a  large  group  of 
world  coins,  encased  cents,  tokens  and  currency.  As  executor 
of  the  Passick  Estate  I  had  the  honor  of  assisting  the  auc¬ 
tioneers  with  preparing,  cataloging  and  grading  the  lots. 

The  auction  started  at  10:00  am  sharp  with  the  Silver  Dol¬ 
lars  being  sold  first.  Bidding  was  brisk  and  most  coins  were 
sold  at  fair  value  or  higher.  Before  the  day  was  over  200  bid¬ 
ders  had  registered  at  the  auditorium.  This  was  far  and  away 
the  largest  auction  in  the  area  of  numismatic  items  that  I  can 
recall.  Many  attending  the  auction  traveled  long  distances  to 
attend.  In  the  end  gross  sales  eclipsed  $36,000. 

Bill  Passick  was  a  true  collector  and  his  collection  reflected 
that.  He  was  a  member  and  Past  President  of  the  Fremont  Coin 
Club  as  well  as  an  active  member  of  the  Nebraska  Token  .Soci¬ 
ety.  He  had  a  true  passion  for  the  hobby  and  will  be  missed 
by  his  fellow  collectors.

Sales  T ax  Exemption  initiative  in  Nebraska

Hi  Mitch, 

Here  is  some  information  on  the  sales  tax  exemption  effort. 

1  met  with  Senator  Schumacher  in  November  and  he  agreed  to  amend  LB  159  with  the 
language  of  the  Iowa  sales  tax  exemption,  which  1  provided  to  him.  He  completely 
agreed  with  the  exemption.  As  a  back-up  plan,  a  new  bill  is  also  being  drafted.  There 
was  no  possible  way  to  get  the  bill  through  without  the  assistance  of  a  lobbyist.  Jim  Otto 
of  the  Nebraska  Retail  Federation  has  graciously  agreed  to  be  our  lobbyist.  He  has  asked 
that  we  reflect  our  appreciation  in  our  annual  dues  if  the  exemption  goes  through  Jim  is 
a  very  experienced  and  well-connected  registered  lobbyist.  If  we  had  to  pay  for  a  lobbyist 
it  w'ould  have  been  at  least  $10,000.  After  the  legislative  session  begins  on  January  8, 
2014,  Jim  and  1  will  meet  with  each  member  of  the  Revenue  Committee  to  help  it 
through  committee.  If  it  makes  it  through  committee,  then  the  challenge  will  be  to  get  it 
introduced  and  passed.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  odds  of  this  happening,  but  we  are 
doing  our  best.  Please  hold  good  thoughts!

A  Nebraska  Hoax

It  was  Mr.  P.T.  Barnum  who 
first  pointed  out  the  patron¬ 
izing  gullibility  of  the  general 
public  and  to  prove  that  the 
law  of  supply  and  demand 
also  holds  true  in  Nebraska 
as  well  as  in  the  East  we  of¬ 
fer  the  following  story  of  an 
enterprising  Nebraska  Indi¬ 
an. 

Mr.  Walter  C  Wyman,  a  well 
known  collector  of  Indian  relics  wrote:  ‘‘In  1901,  while  visiting 
the  Omaha  tribal  reservations,  in  search  of  Indian  relics,  driving 
along  I  saw  smoke  curling  up  from  a  gulley.  The  cabin  from 
which  the  smoke  came  was  almost  obscured  from  view  by  a 
thicket.  I  drove  up  to  this  cabin,  however,  and  standing  in  the 
doorway  was  an  Indian  —  whom  I  asked  if  he  had  any  Indian 
relics.  He  came  out  to  my  buggy  with  a  freshly  done  Washington 
medal  of  the  1879  series,  and  after  a  considerable  amount  of 
quizzing  as  to  where  he  came  to  obtain  it,  he  told  me  that  it  was 
made  by  a  man  in  Pender  Nebraska,  which  is  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  miles  north  of  the  Reservation. 

“In  my  travels  through  the  various  reservations,  which  include 
most  every  one  in  the  country,  these  medals  have  been  offered 
me  in  all  the  reservations,  in  sums  varying  from  one  to  twenty 
dollars,  in  various  stages  of  defacement  and  wear,  with  fantastic

tales  attached  to  them  regarding  their  presentation  to  their  an¬ 
cestors,  and  I  have  also  seen  many  of  them  worn  by  the  Indians 
and  very  highly  regarded  by  them." 

Mr.  Wyman  finally  got  in  touch  with  the  man  from  Pender  who 
told  him  by  letter,  the  following.  The  George  Washington  peace 
and  friendship  medals  which  you  refer  to  were  used  in  treaties 
with  the  Indian  tribes  for  cessions  of  land  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment.  They  were  presented  to  the  Indian  representative  who 
negotiated  the  treaty  which  was  usually  the  chief  until  after  the 
Civil  War  at  which  time  the  custom  was  discontinued.  The  Indi¬ 
ans  were  made  to  understand  that  the  medal  ws  the  highest  dec¬ 
oration  which  the  Great  Father  could  bestow  on  the  Indian  and 
for  this  reason  they  were  highly  regarded  by  any  Indian  pos¬ 
sessing  one.  Although  he  did  not  disclose  the  source  of  the  die, 
he  did  offer  to  sell  Mr.  Wyman  the  medals  for  $2.00  apiece  in 
aluminum  or  $15.00  each  in  silver.  Fie  also  noted  that  in  his 
experience  the  Indians  could  not  tell  the  silver  from  the  alumi¬ 
num,  further  Mr.  Wyman  was  to  promise  to  not  sell  any  medals 
in  Nebraska  or  the  Dakotas,  thereby  protecting  Mr.  Lamere's 
choice  territory  where  he  reported  selling  over  $800  worth  to 
the  Ponca's  alone. 

Although  Mr.  Wyman  did  not  take  up  Mr.  Lamere,  he  did  do 
some  further  checking  and  found  he  had  traveled  widely  among 
the  tribes  and  with  much  pomp  and  ceremony,  presented  one  of 
the  medals  to  the  most  influential  chiefs  accepting  any  presents 
they  might  feel  inclined  to  fork  over,  thereby  accumulating  many 
horses  and  articles. 

The  medal  is  illustrated  above  and  is  either  64mm  or  78mm  and 
found  in  various  metals.  Although  the  origin  is  doubtful  they 
were  offered  for  sale  as  early  as  1845  in  St.  Louis  and  still  turn 
up  now  and  then  as  Federal  Indian  Peace  Medals  —  who  knows, 
maybe  they  were.

Has  your  dub  taken  advantage  of  our  programs  such  as  free  DVD’s,  seminars, 
reimbursements  for  library  book  donations  and  speaker  reimbursements?  These  are  annua! 
benefits  which  CSNS  member  clubs  should  be  considering . 

1.  FREE  DVD'S  -  David  lisot  of  Cointelevision  has  produced  a  series  of  DVD's  which 
cover  oil  educational  programs  presented  at  *he  AN*  FUN  and  Central  States 
conventions  each  year.  Five  of  these  are  available  to  your  club  just  for  the  asking. 
Simply  contact  me  at  suniavofmaiion^aot.com  and  I  will  email  you  the  latest  list  of 
DVD's  that  are  available.  Pick  out  five  titles  and  return  your  request  to  me  via  email.  I 
will  have  David  Lisot  send  them  to  you.  These  DVD's  make  great  programs  for  club 
meetings  or  can  be  loaned  to  club  members.  Your  club  can  request  five  DVD's  per 
year. 

2.  LIBRARY  PROGRAM  -  Contact  local  public  libraries  and/or  school  libraries  to 
find  out  what  numismatic  books  they  would  like  to  receive  from  your  club.  If  they 
don’t  have  ideas,  give  them  a  list  of  possible  titles.  Once  they  have  selected  up  to 
$600  worth,  your  club  pays  for  the  books  up  front  and  Central  State  reimburses  up  to 
$500.  Again,  your  club  can  participate  in  this  program  on  an  annual  basis. 


3.  SPEAKER  PROGRAM  --  Looking  for  speaker?  Central  States  will  reimburse  your 
club  up  to  $200  per  calendar  year  for  speakers  you  invite  to  a  club  meeting  The  $200 
can  be  spent  on  fees,  travel,  lodging  or  meals.  The  choice  is  up  to  the  club. 


4.  SEMINARS  -  Central  States  sponsors  two  numismatic  seminars  per  year  in  various 
locations  in  our  13-state  region.  Your  club  can  co-host  a  seminar,  suggest  speakers,  a 
theme  and  location.  We  do  the  rest.  The  cost  to  attend  a  CSNS  seminar  are  minimal  - 
$10  for  members  and  $20  for  non-members.

1  had  great  anticipation  as  I  walked  up  to  the  Ukrainian  Insti¬ 
tute  of  America  at  79lh  Street  and  51'1  Avenue  in  Manhattan  to

1899,  subsequently  known  as  the  Fletcher-Sinclair  mansion 
due  to  its  previous  residents.  The  Ukrainian  Institute,  which 
houses  archives  of  the  Ukrainian  Diaspora  and  hosts  educa¬ 
tional,  artistic  and  social  programs,  also  provides  an  elegant 
venue  for  private  functions  such  as  the  Newman  auction. 
(Ukrainian  Institute  brochure,  November  15,  2013). 

After  checking  in  to  collect  bidder  number  261 ,  I  headed  over 
to  the  small  room  being  used  for  lot  viewing.  I  found  a  place 
to  sit  next  to  Richard  Nachbar,  who  had  pages  of  notes  on 
various  lots.  Richard  helped  explain  the  viewing  process  to 
me  as  a  kindly  Paul  France  retrieved  the  individual  lots  that  I 
requested  to  see  on  my  Heritage  bidder  form.  It  was  quite  a 
thrill  to  hold  these  individual  lots  in  my  own  hands  and  exam-

ine  them  with  my  magnifying  glass.  Customers  were  only 
allowed  to  look  at  one  eoin  at  a  time  while  being  watched 
carefully  by  Heritage  employees.  Jim  Stoutjesdyk,  Vice 
President  of  Numismatics  at  Heritage,  handed  me  Lot  33327, 
the  finest  known  1796  quarter,  graded  MS67+  Star  NGC, 
CAC,  and  observed  me  until  the  gem  piece  was  back  in  his 
hands.

1  felt  fortunate  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  see  this 
remarkable  collection.  As

Evident  to  me  was  the  longstanding  care  taken  to  preserve 
Newman's  coins  over  many  decades.  A  number  of  the  pieces 
have  original  surfaces.  The  coins  had  obviously  been  loving¬ 
ly  cared  for  and  properly  stored  by  Newman  and  his  prede¬ 
cessors.  .Selections  from  the  Part  II  auction  included  a  broad

NGC  encapsulated  the  1,827  coins  featured  in  the  No¬ 
vember  auction. 


Newman  met  Colonel  E.H.R.  Green  while  Newman  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  MIT  in  the  1930s.  Coin  collectors  may  be  familiar  with 
Newman  as  the  primary  author  of  The  Fantastic  1804  Dollar , 
which  he  wrote  with  Ken  Bressett  in  1962. 

Eric’s  longevity  in  the  field  of  numismatics 
is  remarkable.  “Newman,  102,  is  a  retired  St. 

Louis  lawyer  and  business  executive  who  is 
well-known  in  numismatics  as  a  collector, 
researcher,  and  award-winning  author.  He 
began  collecting  | coins]  at  the  age  of  seven, 
and  today  is  the  only  surviving  person  to  ev¬ 
er  own  all  five  of  the  fabled  1913  Liberty  Head  nick¬ 
els.”  (Heritage  website,  September  28,  2013). 


Newman  has  been  an  active  and  prolific  numismatic  research¬ 
er,  speaker  and  author  for  many  decades.  The  auction  catalog’s

list  of  publications  by  and  relating  to  Newman  is  a  testament  to 
his  hard  work  and  dedication  to  the  hobby,  also  evidenced  by 
his  many  years  of  leadership  in  the  American  Numismatic  Soci¬ 
ety.  Newman’s  long-term  vision  is  reflected  in  the  Eric  P.  New¬ 
man  Education  Society,  created  to  promote  stellar  numismatic 
education  at  present  and  in  the  future.  Revenues  from  the  sale 
went  to  the  society  for  museum  operations,  numismatic  re¬ 
search,  and  to  support  other  selected  non-profits. 

Prior  to  the  start  of  the  auction’s  opening  session,  people  en¬ 
joyed  refreshments  in  several  of  the  mansion’s  historical  rooms. 
1  tried  to  soak  up  as  much  as  possible  from  listening  to  distin¬ 
guished  numismatists  and  deep-pocketed  collectors  present  for 
the  sale.  I  recognized  several  people  at  the  auction  that  I  had 
first  met  at  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  in  Colorado  Springs, 
including  John  Dannreuther,  a  specialist  in  U.S.  gold  and  type 
coins,  special  strikings,  and  counterfeit  detection.  We  sat  at  a 
table  while  John  talked  with  me  at  length  about  the  differences 
between  early  U.S.  proof  and  uncirculated  specimens.  He  re¬ 
ferred  to  pictures  of  the  1834  Half  Dimes  in  the  Newman  auc¬ 
tion  catalog  to  illustrate  his  points.  Dannreuther  also  told  me 
about  the  time  he  visited  Eric  Newman’s  home  in  St.  Louis, 
when  Eric  brought  out  pristine  examples  of  1793  and  1794  U.S. 
coppers  for  him  to  peruse.  John  said  the  quality  of  the  speci¬ 
mens  made  his  mouth  water! 

Session  I  commenced  at  noon.  Unfortunately,  Eric  was  not  able 
to  attend  the  sale  due  to  health  concerns.  Andy,  his  grandson, 
represented  him  at  the  event.  I  was  amazed  by  the  warp  speed 
process  of  bidding  via  postal  mail,  fax,  e-mail,  floor  bids.  Herit¬ 
age  Live!  and  phone  bids.  Bob  Merrill  and  Mike  Sadler  were 
the  two  auctioneers.  Merrill,  with  a  great  sense  of  humor,  kept 
the  floor  crowd  laughing  during  the  fast-paced  action.  Sadler

had  his  own  flair  for  engaging  the  participants.  At  one  point  a 
rather  expensive  coin  was  up  for  bid  while  I  was  scratching  my 
nose.  Merrill  looked  at  me  and  said,  “Sir,  is  that  a  bid?”  Fortu¬ 
nately,  1  quickly  put  my  hand  down  to  escape  notice. 

Ice  cream,  one  of  Eric’s  favorite  treats,  was  served  courtesy  of 
the  Eric  Newman  Foundation  after  Session  1.  The  electricity  in 
the  room  and  camaraderie  between  several  auction  participants 
was  evident  prior  to  the  start  of  the  Platinum  Night  Session, 
reserved  for  the  higher  end  coins.  1  had  quite  a  time  watching 
floor  participants  battle  it  out  to  win  various  numismatic  treas¬ 
ures.  Bidding  closed  on  the  1796  quarter  I  had  seen  with  my 
own  eyes  earlier  that  day  at  1.5  million  dollars!  Newman  had 
purchased  this  coin  for  $100.00.  The  auction  total  for  the 
weekend  came  to  23.3  million  dollars.  In  contrast,  Eric  had 
spent  around  $7,500  assembling  the  collection  starting  in  the 
1930s. 

As  people  were  getting  up  to  leave,  l  introduced  myself  to 
Meredith,  granddaughter-in-law  of  Eric  Newman.  She  was 
holding  Gray,  Newman’s  six- week-old  great-grandson,  who 
witnessed  this  historic  event.  Eric  and  Evelyn,  his  wife,  will  be 
celebrating  75  years  of  marriage  next  year.  I  was  struck  by  the 
contrast  -  a  senior  expert’s  collection  now  belongs  to  a  new  set 
of  collectors  who  get  to  enjoy  owning  these  coins  before  pass¬ 
ing  them  on  to  future  generations  of  numismatists.  It  had  been 
quite  an  evening.
